A Quick Trip—Incidents of the Journey 
—Towed by a Hudson's Bay Steam- 
er--One Hundred and Forty-Three 
Miles in One Day--Big Fish. 


Tak Heratp has received an- 
another letter from Dr. Macdonald, 
who left Calgary early in August last 
iv join Seger’s party going hy the 
Mackenzie river route to the Yukon, 
The tirst letter, which we published in 
October contained an account of the 
trip ae far as Fort Chippewyan, The 
following extracts from Dr. Macdon- 

Jabs, diary bring the party as far as 
Fort Simpson, but the fact that the 
party bas been heard from at a later 
stage and the still more important 
fact that Dr. Macdonald's last letter 
came round by the Pacific coast is evi- 
dence that the party got though to 
the Yukon before winter. Shoula this 
be verified it will prove of the utmost 
importance in demonstrating the 
feasibility of the Mackenzie route. 


DR, MACDONALD'S DIARY 
Sunday, August 20: Fachanged our 


two boats at Fort Obippewyan for one 


one, and transferred all our 
freight. Scevens and Graham's parties 
pulled out during forenoon but we did 
not get away until two p.m. Got up 
rail and pushed across Lake Athabasca 
for Great Slave river. Stuck on u mud 
bw about 5 h. m., however sfter some 
twenty minutes wading and pushing 
the boat we struck deep water and ran 
on to the mouth of the river. Drifted 
for u while but a hard wind springing 
up, we had to anchor for the night, 

Mondav. August 30: On Slave river; 
variable wind. Had to row a good 
deal. Made forty miles toduy. ‘Tied 
up to the shore for the night at about 
8.30 p.m, 

Tuesday, Anqust 31: Start about 5 
a.m, Slave River is dotted with man 
pretty islands. Reach Fort Sinith 

nding about 2 p. mw. Have to make 

rtages around rapids to Fort Smith. 
Bend 0) sacks of flour across with ox- 
carts. Get pilot Sousa Bouillion to 
take us over the rapids, 

Wednesday, September 1: Reach 
the first portage early and unload. 
Freight is carried by strap over head 
and rests on back, Pull boats across 
on rollers with aid of block and tackle, 
Load up and make for second portage 
where we tie up for mght. 

Thursday September 2: Get goods 
across port» ge three-quarters of a mile 
We make 17 trips before supper and 
four after. Ail the outfits get over 
their goods and boats by dark, 

Friday, September 3: Load uy to 
start for mountain portage, This 
portage is not a half mile but is upa 
very high sand bill,steep on both sides: 
the hardest we have struck yet. A 
very hard time hauling boats over hill, 
Allaafely over by dark—Steven’s beat, 
Graham's, Jenner's aud our own, 
There are twenty-six in the four par- 
ties and all work together. 

Saturday, Sentember 4; 
last, portage. Keach it early and un- 
load balf of the cargo to do over the 
portage three-quarters of u mile. Tough 
work going over rapids. Pilot picks 
out six men to go to over with him in 
first boat. The two smaiier boats 
each struck on a rock and had a hole 
punched through them. At last we 
are safe at Mission Post where we re- 
load. Get u sack of new potatoes; the 
andians crow eplendid ones here, Start 
from Miesion Post to Fort Smith and 
arrive without a bit of trouble, Steam- 
boat at Fort waiting fora H. B. offi- 
cial and we hope to get them to tow 
tus across Great Slake Lake. Got some 
fresh fish here, which we flud delici- 
ous. Each fish weighs between 15 and 
2 pounds, called hy the Indians »The 
Uaknown Fish”, Uu, up here for the 
night. Raining. 

Sunday. Sept. Sth: Wright and 
Pelley and II. B. official got in lust 
night, Steamboat will lonve on Tues- 
day or as soon as freight is transferred 
from landing. tHave made arrange- 
ments to be towed across lake, Sha!! 
leave here as s0on as rain stops and 
steamboat will pick os up when they 
overtake us. Getting towed across 
Great Slave Lake means an immense 
saving of time,

Tuesday, Sept. th: We get in tow 
again and go down stream, Reach 
Fort Providence about six o’clock in 
the evening.

Wednesday, Sept. 14th: Wind with

At Fort Simpson the Hudson's Bay 
Co, have comfortable and commodious 
quarters. The chief factor, Mr. Cor- 
nell, lives here. He was on the steam- 
hoat on the way down and made 
things as light as poss. ble for us, We 
shall probably pull gut tonight, or 
early Lomorrow morning. Two H. B. 
guides are going down to Fort Good 
Hope with us, and from there Mr, 
Cornell is sending two more through 
to Peel river. 

The Hudson's Bay Co. have assisted 
us very much on the trip, in fact. were 
it not for their knowledge in pushing
